Is Fit and Beady. 



W. Allen did not meet with his aeenstomed measure of suet'ess as a sU^plechase rider last year, his 
seore of races won being his lowest in the last decade. Still he has no superior in his profession and 
leads all comiietitors in number of races won and in total of money won by his mounts. Possibly both 
F. Williams and J. Kermath wonld be pressing him closely had they been in actire riding each of the last 
ten years, as Allen was. but 1912 and 1913 were blanks for Williams and Kermath rode in but seren of 
the ten years. F. Williams rode twenty -eight winners in 1915, which is the record for any one of the 
ten years. Not far behind this mark D. McKinney had twenty-seven in 1908 and W. Allen the same 
number in 1912. Nothing like these records afipeared in last year’s cross-country racing, V. Powers lead- 
ing with flfteeii wins to K. Haynes’ fourteen. Many who w'ere riding the Jumpers ten years ago have 
abandoned their dangerous calling, of whom none was better than Nat Itay, but their places have been 
taken by later develoiHiieuts of skill and our best steeplechase riders of today comimre favorably with 
tlM»se of any former i»eriod. The following interesting table gives the records of those who since 19OT 
have ridden ten or more winners in jumping races and the aggregate values of their victories to their em- 
ployers:

N«*w York. April 17. — War Cloud, the Kentucky 
lN-rt».v candidate from the stable of A. K. Macom- 
Ikt. was given a gotid work-out this morning by his 
trainer. Walter Jennings. Itiixton was in the saddle 
and was told to Mmd him along steadil.v for a mile 
and an eighth. War Cloud went the first half in 
under restraint, the three -quarters in 1:17%, 
tlie mile in 1:45 and finislied out one mile and an 
eighth in 1:59. going splendidly at the close. It is 
one of the best work-outs the Derfo.v candidate has 
had and shows the steady metliods employed by his 
trainer. The horse is in excellent <*ondition and fit 
for a mu(*h greater effort at any time. If he goes 
oil at this rate lie will be in grand condition by 
Ma.v 11. the date of the big race. 

Mr. Jennings is doing slow and metlKMlical work 
with all his burses. Sunbonnet. probably the best 
thns*. year -old filly out last year, looks mighty 
1-4‘althy. 81ie romiied three-quarters in 1:20, and 
Stargaaer, another useful handicap liorse in the 
Mj4^*tiiber bam. put in a good mile in 1:46. Others 
ill Jennings* string did slow work. Tlie two-year- 
olds are all being ediM*ated at the barrier, breaking 
fnim the half-mile post up the chute and finishing 
at the stand. They c*ame down the straight course 
in almut 51 or 52 seconds, none of them being 
(iressed to the limit. 

KesHk‘s preparing his two stars LncuUite and 
llourh'ss. Kam Hildreth is giving others in the Bel- 
mont stable -waifomi and earefnl^^pamtUm. Masda 
and J.vntee are getting ready for earljr engagements, 
judging by tlieir work. Tliey are galloping miles iu 
nbont 1:49 in an impressive fashion. 

Although Lucullite uor Hourless did nothing out- 
side of light w’ork today, both are coming along 
W'ell. 

Speaking of the Preakness. Mr. Hildreth said it 
was not a soft s|iot for any horse and traveling 
lieing so bad would not help any of the late ship- 
|a>rs. While Mr. Belmont's trainer has engaged 
a number of stalls at Pimlico, the chances are he 
will not «KTUi».r .nil of them. He is averse to ship- 
ping hors4*s for short meetings and avoids It as 
much as itossible. If he does send Lucullite for the 
Preakness. he wiU be reasonably sure, in his opin- 
ion. that the horse will give a good acount of him- 
M*lf. Mr. Belmont leaves the management of his 
lioTMs entirely in the hands of bis trainer. 

**Tliere are many rich three -year-old races to be 
♦hi'iiled this year,” says Hildreth, ”and even if 
Liicnllite stiould not go in tiw Preakness. he wiU be 
rest'! ved for some of the events closer to home. I’d 
hate to semi him all tlie way to Baltimore and 
have him beaten, but if lie shows anything like 
winning form iu his work. I guess he’ll be on hand.”

Havre de Grace, Md., April 17.— The second ilay 
of the Harford Association meeting saw another 
crowd of goodly proportions on hand to witness the 
sport and that in the absence of any particular fea- 
ture in a racing way. The weather was springlike 
and the track lightning fast. Devotees of tlie sport 
through the field were out in force to see the first 
contest of the sea.son over the jumps. 

Agnes Cook, L. W. Garth’s highly promising filly, 
which made an auspicious debut at Bowie 1^ 
winning, but later was disqualified because her 
owner neglected to register her, famished con- 
siderable excitement in the opening dash this after- 
noon, when she tried to jump the fence and w'a.s 
astride the outside rail at the post for five minutes 
before she was released. Her escapade, however, 
did not prevent her from winning, although it un- 
doubtedly affected her smnewbat, as the filly tireil 
near the end. after drawing away into a big lead 
on the far turn. 

Aside from the juvenile race, interest was cen- 
tered in the meeting of a fair band of three-year- 
olds in the fifth race, for which J. M. Zimmer’s 
Onico was acemrded confident support. However, 
J. W. Williams* Peter Quince filly Jnle, with two 
recent victories to her credit at Hot Springs, was 
in superb condition and easily maintained a safe lead 
throughout, drawing away at the end, with Harry 
Bnrgoyue second, a short distance in advance of 
Ouieo. the favorite. 

The first steeplechase race of the year proved easy 
for G. H. Browne’s Irish-bred jumper Fair Mac, 
which fenced in faultless style and won in a caater. 

Blaaonry. carrying the colors of H. P. Whitney. 
WHS the public choice in the third, but the son of 
Whisk Broom II. ran as if not quite ready. The 
winner turned up in Our Nephew, from the stable 
of Jnle Garson. His race at Bowie last week 
put him right on edge and he easily outpaced bis 
opponents. 

Ral Parr’s colors were seen iu front in the fourth 
race when Coral took the measure of Pepiier. a 
first -time starter from R. F. Carman’s stable, and 
Grey Eagle. 

Dr. Campbell, racing to tlie good form he dis- 
played at the recent Bowie meeting, scored iu ran- 
away fashion in the sixth race. Uwfa, the choice 
iu this race, quit badly. 

Highland Lassie, paying $39.90 in the $2 mn- 
tuols, easily ac<*ounted for the closing race of the 
day.

I>Hiisvllh‘. Ky.. April 17. — Kenneth D. Alexander’s 
sph'Uilkl colt. EscoIm. gave his legion of admirers 
furilier justifieutioii for tlieir coiifidem-e in him 
wlH*n be workisl a mile and an eighth in 1:57. whieh 
time is good at this stage of his training for the 
KentiH*ky Deriiy. Joe Notter. who will have the 
mount ia the Derby, was astride the c«ilt, and he 
rated him to |»erf<'4*tion by keeping him so well un- 
der cvMitrol and at such an even |iace tiiruiighout the 
move that the ixdt wvered each eighth iu exactly 
the same time — 13 seconds. As one of the onlookei^ 
remarked afterwards. Notter «s*uld m»t have nite«l 
with better judgment were be c«|uipi)ed with a 
clock. 

The colt moved along with smooth, frietiouless 
actloa. the even pac*e at which be went being evi- 
dent by the fact that lie went the quarter in 2<», 
the half In 52. five-eighths iu 1:05. three-quarters 
in 1:18. seven-eighths in 1:31 and the mile in 1:44. 
lie carried fully 125 iiounds and was ac<*ompanied 
in the work by Midway, his stablemate, whicii was 
outfMced most of tlie way. Tlie colt sliowed no 
distress after the work and cooled out well. 

Tniluer Ward afterward de<*lared that Escoba 
«*ottl4 mwllF have gone tlie mile and an eighth in 
1:52, but such fast work is not desired at this time, 
laiter on the <*oIt will be called on for more ambi- 
tious work and his trainer pndicts that wIk*u he 
d«ies be will afford the railbirds food for serious re- 
flection. 

Mr. Wan! anuonm-ed yesterday that all of his 
sUble, liumlieriug fifteen horses, would be trans- 
ferred to Lexington on Thtirsflay. It is his inten- 
timi to give the i*olt a race or two at that track 
to key him up for his Derby engagement. 

SDN BRIAR WILL SIDESTEP KOBE. 

Henry MeDauiel. trainer for Willis Sharpe Kil- 
mer. declared that he is not g<»ing to hc'sitate about 
running 8«u Briar against Eseolm or any otlier 
Iterby eligible at tlie Lexington mi^eting. He also 
iutenda starting last year’s diauipion two-year-old 
in a contest or two prior to the running of the 
Derby, In the belief that sueh races are of more 
real benefit to a horse than any number of work- 
«>uta. A**«-ordingl.v McDaniel is plauuing to ship 
8un Briar and eight otlier of tlie stable’s horses to 
l-exlngtoii next Saturday, and he declares that he Is 
anxious for a mc'etiiig of the two crack colts so as 
to afford the public a liue ou their respective 
merits'. 

NelaU’«*c|». the sei-oiid string to Mr. Kilmer’s Ken- 
tucky D*'rhy bow, will also lie sent to Lexington, 
v.bern he will make his three -.vear-old debut. This 
Miu of SwetqsT — Lady Nell is progressing with 
rapid stri«h>s and his work hen* has U‘en all that 
•fluid desired. Yesterday lie was sent three - 
•jiiartcrs in 1:17%, recliug off tlie first three- 
eighths in the fast time of 36%. Nelsw'eep started 
Lilt twh-e last year and was afforded little oppor- 
tunity t<» break out of the maiden class. His 
trafm*r is luqieful that the colt will eventually jus- 
liry the « x|ie«-tations of owner Kilmer. 

Slar T»*iu. w'lih'h is c:irde«| to carry the <H»lors of 
It. J. ltr:iiiiN*n iu the Derby, is training soiitidly for 
Gistrge l.:iu<l at riiun*blll Downs and will be fit for 
iii«‘ big ra«*e in tlie event that his ow'uer dwules to 
ii.ime him as a starter. This colt has shown good 
Sliced in his work-outs and gives the impreuaion that 
lie CAB ruu vv«r « long dinUuicc of gruu^ 



New York. April 17.— What disiiosition will be 
iu.*ide of the Halleubeck horses has not yet been de- 
cided uiNiu. Mr. Hallenbeck’s sou is ill at his home 
,*uid no action is contemplated b.v the famil.v until 
the executors of the estate discuss the question. 

Many of the younger h«>r8es were entered in tlie 
several stakes that have closed, but the nominations 
biH-ome void, as Mr. Halleubeck did not register any 
liartuership in them. This will naturally cause the 
values to depreciate if the horses are disiKised of, 
or even if they are raced by the family, which is 
hardly probable, as Mr. Hallenbeck’s heirs have not 
.vet shown a disiiosition to follow iu the fuotsteiis 
of the deceased turfman. 

The horses will remain at Meadowbrook Farm. 
New Jersey, and be trained until such time the 
estate decides u|»on their future. 

It has been Mr. Mac-omber’s wish that War Cloud 
should be started in the Kentucky Derby, if possible. 
Mr. Jennings has leaned more to the Preakness. but 
to accede to the washes of his employer, be is 
giving War Cloud a preiia ration for the Derby and 
he will be seen in Kentucky if the journey can be 
made. 

War Cloud will add considerable interest to the 
race, as Bun Briar and Escolm apiiear to be playing 
an almost lone hand as regards favoritism. That 
War Cloud will be ready for the mile and a quarter 
test is the opinion of horsemen who are watchiug 
his preparation. 

WAR CLOITD MACOMBER’S HOPE. 

It is among the possibilities that should War 
Cloud run up to expe<-tations in tlie Derby, he will 
be shipiied back to Pimlico in time for the Preak- 
ness. providing, of course, that he comes out of the 
Derby in racing condition. 

Tlie horses that belong to W. S. Heather of the 
Kiigbv Stud, and which have wintered at Durland’s 
Riding Academy, have been exercising in Central 
Park of late. They are going through the usual 
c<»urse of spring preliminary work, with an occa- 
sional sprint of an eighth or half. 

While Mr. Heather has had several offers for 
them, he has only disimsed of one or two. Should 
he fail to sell them in tlie near future, they will 
hK trained and raced in Mr. Heather’s colors. 

There are several three -year-olds bred at Rugby 
Stud, which were bought by the late Mr. Halleubeck 
last year. They did not show up to exiiectations as 
two-year -olds, owing possibly to lack of acclimatixa- 
tiun. 

Frank Taylor, who has them in charge, asserts 
they have improved wonderfuRy since the close of 
last season and predicts a bright future for them. 
Gueland is possibly the most promising and, whip? 
he did not graduate from the maiden ranks until 
late in the fall, he beat many horses that have 
earned brackets and would probably have beaten 
Paiiaman and Trompe la Morte at Aqueduct with a 
trifle better racing luck. 



PHIL T. CHINN LEASES BREEDING FARM

nounces that be has leased the Coleman Gentry 
|ila«-e. uear this city, for five years, and will use it 
as a breeding plant, and also for the training of 
.v«Hiugsters. Mr. Cliiim iiiteuds to bring a niimlier 
of mares from England and Fniuce and will suible 
them oil this pn*perty to be bred. Tlie farm is for 
C'hiun’s Kentiieky stable and it is probable that it 
will |« made into a training farm in addition to a 
breeding eatablialuuent. . ^ 



Lexington, Ky., April 17. — Following a heavy rain 
last night, the Kentucky Association tnick was 
muddy today. The best move noted was Everest’s 
mile in 1:47%. This son of Beii Brush is Senator 
Camden’s reliance for the Kentncky Derby and it 
is known that J. C. Milam, his trainer, is figuring 
him to have better than an outsiders chani'e. 

Late yestenlay afternoon Maj. T. C. McDow'ell 
brought out his Derby trio and chalked up a mile 
in 1:40% with Plum. The fewr who saw it this 
morning were siiyiiig that it Is the best move of tlie 
season here. Olive Wood worked in 1:41% and 
American Eagle iu 1:43. 

W. L. Stanfield came here from Louisville today 
to see if he can get stalls for his horses. Supt. 
James P. Ross says all stalls within the track in- 
closure are taken and that stalls on the outside 
have become scarce. 

John Gallaher today stated that only an acci- 
dent will prevent his starting Sewell Combs in tlie 
Kentucky Derby. He wall be ridden by Mack Garner, 
who also will ride him in the Derby Trial. 

Jack Baker is w’ell s.*itisfied with the way in 
which King Gorin and McAdoo are training. King 
Gorin probably will be seen in action on the oiiening 
day. 

C. B. Heath’s Leah Cochran is sick with fever. 

Jockev E. Saude arrived here today.

Horsemen returning to this country from Cuba 
are enthusiastic over the outlook for the future of 
racing at Havana. All are agreed that the winter 
meeting of 105 days, which came to a close on 
March 31, was remarka’oly successful. The manni'r 
In wbicli the Cubans patronised the sport was a 
revelation to those who were making their first 
visit to the island. The crowd whieh was in at- 
tendance ou the closing day of the season was 
larger than on any other occasion, with the single 
exception of the day that was devoted to the benefit 
of the Red Cross, and there is no question but that 
the season’s results left a sharp ai>petite for more 
s|M>rt of the same sort that was provided from 
start to finish. 

One of the most significant developments of the 
season was the decision of President Menocal to 
engage in the breeding of thoroughbreds. The chief 
executive of Cuba has established a breeding stud 
at his magnific*eut country estate, fifteen miles 
from Havana, where he already has about twenty - 
five thoroughbred mares as a nucleus for his breed- 
ing venture. 

These mares were purchased by his agents from 
American horsemen during the closing diays of the 
Cuban racing season. Other prominent Cubans are 
going in for breeding too, ami it is the puniose of 
the Cuba-Americau Joi-key Club to offer races for 
Cuban- bred and owned horses as soon as it be- 
comes practical to do so. 

Tbe Cubans have taken to the pari-mutuel sys- 
tem of betting with such avidity that it probably 
will be necessary to add to tbe pari-mutuel e«iuip- 
ment for next season. The mutuels at Oriental 
Park have to compete with the bookmakers, it being 
tbe iMilicy of the track management to allow its 
imtroiis to choose for themselves which system 
of betting they desire to imtrouise. 

Prank J. Bruen, Manager John HacbiUcister’s 
right-hand man at Latouia and Douglas Park, is iu 
charge of the pari-mutuel deiiartment at Oriental 
Park and his crew consists principally of -experi- 
em*e 4 l and skillful imri-mutuel operatives from the 
Kentucky tracks. Mr. Bruen has not yet returned to 
Kentucky from Cuba, having remained behind to 
oiierate the mutuels in conmortion with automobile 
racing at the Havana track this week. 

It is Mild ou go(Ml authority that the business 
of the itari-mutiiel deiiartment increased about thirty 
l»er cent during the season just ended, as com- 
IKircd with the previous year. 



WEBER BAND IS DECLARED LOYAL 



Lexingtou. Ky.. April 17. — Former United States 
Bella tor Johnson N. Camden, chairman of the Keu- 
tueky State Racing Commission and pn^sident of 
tlie Kentucky Association, gave to tlie press the fol- 
lowing statement, the result of an investigation 
whieh gn*w out of objei'tluns raised locally to the 
employment of John C. Weber’s baud of Cineinnati 
musicians to play at the forthcoming nice meeting: 
“The muiiagemeut of the Kentucky Assoi'iation 
wishes to state most »»ositively and une«|uivocally. 
and to have it distinctly understood, that it will 
employ none but American citixens in any capacity 
whatsoever, and the facts ascertained establish 
beyond a doubt that fourteen of tbe fifteen mem- 
bers of Weber’s Band were born in America and thai 
the one other member was naturalised in 1896. 
and now has a son in France, fighting fur our coun- 
try. These are the facts awl wight to settle the 
pro|Misitiou.”

Son of Great Tracery Discovered by John Sanford 
Develops Into Promising Colt. 

New York, .Anril 17. — Orestes, the Tracery— Kil- 
doiian etdt which creatt*tl such a favorable impres- 
sitm at Havana last winter and, pretlicted by many 
as destined to be one of the crack three -year -olds 
of lOlS. ifs .niiotlier of the long list of thoroughbreds 
that have lieen thrown into the discard after failing I 
to show early nromise. ... 

John Sanford bre<l Orestes, and in this connection 
there is a more than ordinarily interesting story. 
Mr. Saiifonl sent Kildonan. the colt’s dam, to Eng- 
land to he br»‘d to Tracerv, and Orestes was the re- 
sult of this mating. Despite his royal breeding, the 
[ <*olt failed to sln»w early development and Mr. San- 
I fold, believing him of little or no account, ordered 
him disposed of. 

tleorge B. Foley got hold of Orestes and, along 
with other horses* took him t<» Havana last fall for 
a campaign at the Oriental Park truek. Entered in 
a cheap maiden race, Orestes finally earned braikets 
on December 30. and from that time he liegan to 
show the devebipmeiit that earned for him the dis- 
tinction of lieiiig the star three-year-old at the 
Cuban track. . , „ , 

During the winter meeting at Oriental Park 
Orestes won five races and finished second upon two 
o<*casions. One of his sec-onds was in heavy going, 
which indicates that he can run on any kind of a 
track. 

After his second victory, A. H. Diaz, a* Cnbaii 
eiitlinsiast. purchase<1 the «*olt from Foley, and it is 
in the Diaz colors that he will make his bid for 
honors at eastern tracks difing the racing of 1918. 

“It is the same old story.” said Preston Burch, 
Mr. Sanford’s trainer, in recalling Orestes when he 
was ill his charge. “He has just come to himself 
like some h«»rses do. As a twu-.vear-old we tried 
him out tlioroughlj' and he showed nothing. It did 
not l<K»k as if he would ever win a race. It is iny 
impression that Mr. F<dey paid $275 for the colt, 
and he hsiked to lie well sold. He had neither six*? 
nor siihstance. What probably was deceiving to 
me when l had him was the fact that he was a 
Juno foal, consequently did not c*onie to himself un- 
til late. 

SOME OTHER GIFT HORSES. 

“That. I think, is the secret of Orestes’ late 
development, coupled with the invigorating climate 
<if Havana. James Rowe let Tippity Witchet go 
for the proverbial song, and Emdeii also. All train- 
ers are deceived in liorw's at times. 

“Elizabeth M. was a gift horse, yet W. C. Whit- 
ney gave $15.0(X) for her as a two-year-old. Once 
in a while trainers and owners make mistakes, but 
iMit often.” 

Christopher Fitz Gerald is much impressed with 
On*stes. He w’atched his Havana career closely. 

“It would not sun»rise me in the least to see him 
a $30,000 c-olt,” said Judge Fitz Gerald at the Jockey 
Club offici* recently. “He is a horse that won’t do 
anything until he is made to do it. At the barrier 
Ije stands like an old cow and moves away as if 
any old time w’ould do to get home. He just loafs 
along until he is made to realize the situation. 
When he is asked to catch a leading horse in a race 
1 feel <*<*rtiiin he can go an eighth in 11 scH?onds, 
aud sim*ly a <nmrter in 23. 

“In c-oiiformation Orestes looks much like Limp- 
lighter. He stands possibly 1 . 5.3 hands, but is round 
aud solid. When he taki*s a long br<*atli. however, 
he shows up well, every rib being obserr'able. Of 
«*oiirse, the crack three -year-olds may iMiit him, but 
tiiere is no qm'stioii about his b<*iug a good horse.” 

One of the good ra«*es recorded to t)n*r.tes was 
when he made J. J. Miirdo<‘k break the Havana 
track record to beat him a head in a mile-and-fifty- 
yanls ran*. In a three-quarters race, won by Raf- 
ferty in 1:12. Orestes was beaten |K»ssihly through 
interference in the homestreteh. according to reiiort. 

Th«*se two races show he has both sius'd and 
staying qualities. It is prolmble he will lx* sixm on 
tin* Maryland trucks shortly, as soon as he recovers 
from his leugthy trip from Cuba.

PARR JUMPERS NOW AT PIMLICO 

William Garth Training String for Maryland Jockey 
Club Meeting — Discoverer Is Injured. 



Baltimore. Md., April 17. — William Garth has ar- 
rived at Pimlico from Beiiuiiig T^’ith the flat run- 
ners and jumpers of the stable of Ral Parr aud a 
few juniiiers lielongiug to Edw’ard B. McLean. He 
is endeavoring to get Crimper ready for the Pimlico 
Spring Hnudicnp and Man o’ the Hour in condition 
to start in the Preakness. Both horses are excel- 
lent racing prosiiects this spring. Crimper weighs 
from 15<4 to ,2(K) i>ounds more than he did at any 
time last year and he is tniining splendidly. Man 
o’ the Hour, a son of Negofol, sire of Hourless, 
which rac«*d indifferently as a tw'o-year-old, has 
matured into as giMsI a tliree-year-old as any one 
w'ould wish to see and he is beginning to show fine 
Sliced in his work. Garth is of the opinion that 
Man o’ the Hour is a colt of high-class and he 
confidently exiiects to have him ready to make a 
cretlitalile showing in the Preakness. 

Discoverer, the most promising of the Parr three- 
year-olds six weeks lia'ck, probably w’ill not race 
this year. He is recovering slowly from cuts and 
bruises he received in a railroad accident w'hile 
he, Tvith a half dozen other runners of the Garth 
stable Tvere on their TU'ay from Charlottesville to the 
Benning track. The four-year-old jumper Le Mar- 
souin was hurt at the same time Discoverer W’as 
injured, but he is in tip-top condition again. Garth 
is not without hope of having him ready for the 
Green Spring Valley Steeplechase. In lieu of this 
French Iiors<*, either Robert Oliver or Shannon 
River or Royal Sninner or Captain Parr will bear 
the Parr silks in the Green Spring Talley. Garth 
will train The Belgian II. and Nebraska for flat 
racing this spring, but if The Belgian II. does not 
improve in temiK*r lie will be put at fencing. He is 
a fine jumping tyiK*. 

FARR TO SEE HIS HORSES RACE. 

Major Parr ex|iecta to see his horses race this 
spring. Tliat privilege was denied him last fall, 
becaiis<‘ he was in the west prett.v much all the 
time. Major Parr has been transferred to Camp 
Meade. He has no tw'o- year-olds for this year’s 
racing, be<*ause his military duties prevented him 
from attending the yearling sales last summer and 
fall, but Mr. Garth has instructions to buy any- 
thing in the two-year-old line he considers wortli 
while. 

Major Parr may wind up by buying a couple of 
the ’riicii. C(N>k tw’O- year -olds, ■which showed ii|) 
well nii(h*r tlie Gartli silks at Bowie. Two of tliese 
liome-breil youngsters, Agnes Cook and Esquimau, 
are in tlie string LcTvis Garth lias^ taken to Havre 
de Grace. Agues Cook Tvon at Bow'ie. but 'was later 
disipialifled because of non-registration. Esqui- 
mau ran second once. But since Esquimau s ra«*e 
at Prime (;corge’s Park, he has workwl a half 
mile at Benuiug in forty-nine se<*onds. William P. 
Burcii. who has some goo<l two-year-olds of liis 
own ;it Beiiiiiiig. dr«lar«*d when he saw Esiiuimaii 
sprint his half niih- in 49 that lie was the best two- 
yiiir-old at the old Benning track. , 

Esipiiinaii is to start at Havre de Grace in the 
Aberdci'n Stakes and then come to Pimlico for the 
Pimliiii Nursery and Soring Juvenile. Ix*wis Garth 
took the two-year-olds ‘We Win and Jack Foel. the 
thre<*- year -old Col. Balentine. which formerly rat*ed 
as Dr. Muck, and the jumiiers Rhomb, Royal Spin- 
ner, Ballybay, Pandean and Faker to Havre de 
(;race witii Esijuimau and Agues Cook.
